TO TREAT SPRAINED ANKLE 


Careful Examination Should First Be 


Made to See If Any Bones 


Are Broken. 


The first stop in the treatment of a 


sprained ankle should be a carefully 
taken X-ray photograph, according to 
Dr. S. Bernard llosenzweig in the New 
York Medical Journal, for the reason 
that simple sprains without fractures 
of the bones are rare. And the treat- 
ment of a break is different from that 
of a sprain. 


The simple sprain is treated with 


movement and massage. The ankle is 
soaked for 15 or 20 minutes Jn wa- 
ter as hot as can be borne. 
This 


is followed by massage and passive 
movements, then alternate hot and cold 
doliches and a loose dressing of lead 
and opium wash is applied. This is 
carried out twice a day, and after 
three days the patient is made to move 
his own ankle. This is now strapped 
for support and the patient Is advised 
to walk about, wearing a high-laced 
shoe and carrying a stick. 


If a bone is broken, the ankle is im- 


mobilized with a heavy adhesive dress- 
ing or a light plaster cast. At the end 
of a week, massage, baking and move- 
ment are given, and not until after this 
is the patient allowed to try to walk.

TO TREAT SPRAINED ANKLE 


DOG LIMPS TO A HOSPITAL 


Careful Examination Should First Be 
Made to See If Any Bones 
Are Broken. 


The flrst step in the treatment of a 
sprained ankle should be a carefully 
taken X-ray photograph, according to 
Dr. S. Bernard Kosenzweig in the New 
York Medical Journal, for the reason 
that simple sprains without fractures 
of the bones are rare. And the treat­ 
ment of a break is different from that 
of a sprain. 
The simple sprain is treated with 
movement and massage. The ankle is 
soaked for 35 or 20 minutes in wa­ 
ter as hot as can be borne. 
This 
is followed by massage and passive 
movements, then alternate hot and cold 
douches and a loose dressing of lead 
and opium wash is applied. 
This is 
carried out twice a day, and after 
three days the patient is made to move 
his own ankle, This is now strapped 
for support and the patient is advised 
to walk about, wearing a high-laced 
shoe and carrying a stick. 
If a bone is broken, the ankle is im­ 
mobilized with a heavy adhesive dress­ 
ing or a light plaster cast. At the end 
of a week, massage, baking and move­ 
ment are given, and not until after this 
is the patient allowed to try to walk.

Liver Hot Pot.—Cut the liver into 
slices a half-inch thick, soak in cold 
water a few moments, then dry them 
thoroughly; lay them in a saucepan 
and dredge with seasoned flour. Cover 
with thin slices of bacon and sprinkle 
with chopped onion or shallot and a 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley. Cook 
below the simmering point, well-cov- 
ered for an hour and a half. 
Serve 
with rolls of fried bacon. 
Liver Roils.—Cut half-pound of liver 
in slices and parboil five minutes, wipe 
each piece dry, lay a thin slice of ba­ 
con on each slice of liver; season with 
salt, pepper and nutmeg, roll up and 
fasten with a toothpick; dredge flour 
and fry until lender in hot bacon fat. 
When done thicken the gravy, add a 
teaspoonftiJ of mushroom catchup or a 
little lemon juice. 
Liver Dumplings.—Chop half a pound 
of calf’s liver, add a (.'hopped onion, 
one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
salt, pepper and a dash of nutmeg, Mix 
with two well-beuteii eggs and one ta­ 
blespoonful of melted butter. 
Add 
enough fine bread crumbs to form into 
balls and boil In soup stock. 
Serve 
with soup. 
Liver Forcemeat.—Take half a pound 
of calf’s liver, a quarter of a pound of 
bacon, one carrot, one turnip, one stalk 
of celery, a bunch of herbs and a dust 
of red pepper.

Broiled Squab.- 
Split 
the 
birds 
down the back and wipe them with a 
damp cloth, no birds should be washed 
unless the wild fishy taste is too strong, 
then they may be parboiled with a lit­ 
tle onion in the water. 
This applies 
to wild birds like ducks, not to squabs. 
Soda and charcoal are sometimes used 
In the parboiling water to remove ob­ 
jectionable flavors. 
Broil twelve min­ 
utes, having the breast side toward the 
fire in the first ten minutes. 
Spread 
with butter, dust with salt and pepper 
and serve each on a triangle of fried 
hominy. 
For roast squab lay lardoons of salt 
pork upon the breasts of the birds, dust 
with poppet* and salt and put them in a 
hot oven. 
If there are but few birds 
a little water will be needed, but if 
a dozen or so, the birds will supply 
their own juice. 
After 30 minutes 
pour a tablespoonful of fruit juice over 
each bird, basting often with the liquor 
in the pan. Serve with bread sauce. 
Quail Stuffed With Pate de Foie 
Gras.—Prepare the birds as for roast­ 
ing. 
Mince a little cold veal, season 
with minced celery, parsley and chives; 
add a little pate de foie gras and a few 
slices of trullle, season with salt and 
pepper. 
Stuff the birds and put them 
in a baking pan, cover with thin slices 
of salt pork, add stock or water, cover 
the pan and steam the birds for an 
hour and three-quarters. 
When the 
birds are about half done sprinkle 
them with fine bread crumbs and dust 
with pepper and salt. Baste them often 
after* they are taken from the oven 
until they are cold. Split them at the 
breastbone and serve surrounded with 
cubes of aspic jelly. 
A green salad 
with French dressing is best served 
with this dish. 
Oread Sauce.—Simmer an onion in 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk, strain 
and add a half a cupful of soft bread 
crumbs; season with salt and pepper; 
add a little celery salt and a few drops 
of Worcestershire sauce. Put a spoon­ 
ful of this at the side of each bird 
and cover with fine bread crumbs fried 
in blitter. 
In serving a squab for an 
invalid cover the breast with butter, 
season and serve on toast.

Sweeping Decision Handed Down by 
Chief Justice Sustains Government's 
Interpretation of Measure. 


The supreme court upheld the in­ 
come tax law in a decision given by 
Chief Justice 
White, 
which 
swept 
aside all the many objections to its 
constitutionality in whole or in part. 
Chief Justice White announced the 
decision in the case of Prank It. Brush- 
aber, stockholder of the Union Pacific 
railroad, who sought to enjoin the 
company from paying the tax on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. 
Most of Justice White's opinion was 
directed toward overrruling the con 
tention that the income tax amend 
ment provided 
a 
hitherto unknown 
power of taxation. 
Going lar into 
the history of the income tax legisla­ 
tion, the chief Justice concluded the 
argument was without merit. Advanc 
ing to other points, the chief justice 
held that the tax was not unconstitu 
tional because it was retroactive. 
The argument that the law was un­ 
constitutional because labor, agricul 
tural and horticultural and such or 
ganizations were exempt, 
the 
chief 
justice held, was answered by decis 
ions under the corporation tax law. 
He said the point was only another 
Illustration of an erroneous assump 
tion that the tax was imposed under a 
new power conferred upon the govern­ 
ment by the sixteenth amendment, 
whereas it was a power recognized to 
exist from the beginning of the gov­ 
ernment, and thus decisions defining 
the taxing power previously rendered 
were applicable to it. 
Then grouping a number cf othei 
contentions against the law, all based 
on the clause of the constitution le 
quiring uniformity in taxation, Chie:

Poultry Pointers | 


Chickens should be hatched earb 


according to the period of maturity of 
the breed used, so that Ihev will com- 
mence to lay when the last years 
hens are beginning to molt, and the 
price of eggs is high. 


Home kind of a grinding machine is 


necessary on e\cry farm for making 
chop or'crushing si-am, especially lor 
the joung chickens, which, after the 
lust week or two will eat almost any- 
thing which is ground finelv enough. 


It is not tAe number of birds that 


will guarantee better resulls next rea- 
son than 3,ou had tins year, but the 
quality of the birds. 


Anvlhing that is tousrh and •sningy, 


like btioug giass, pieces ol nu.sc.li: hi 
meat, etc., should not be fed to the 
fowls, for it r; likely to become lodged 
in the crop and produce crop-bound. 


He sure that nothing mold.\ or musty 


is fed to the fowls or chicks and that 
they do not find moldy material when 
on 'free unge, as mold causes canker 
and other dangerous troubles. 


It is seldom that any money is saved 


hj economizing when bu\mg poultry 
feed. The cheapest food to feed is that 
which will keep the hen healthy and 
make her lay well. 


Avoid crowding of chicks by keep- 


ing them in small flocks and by pro- 
viding roomy coops. Thin out if there 
are too many.
